Max I request the favour of your laying this appeal, in duc course, before the Subscribers to the 
Bengal Civil Fund, for their liberal consideration ; and if you feel able to recommend and support it, I shall 
indulge the hope of a favourable reply. 

On tho death of my father, # retired member of the Bengal Civil Service, in the year 1873, I was 

admitted to the benefits of the Bengal Civil Fund, and from that date I have received an allowance of £100 
per annum under the provisions of the Fund, 


































‘My father was forty years in the service, and on his retirement in 1860, being then Civil Auditor, had 
paid, a8 Tam instructed, nearly double the amount of the half value of his annuity, to which must be added 
the amount of his subsequent contributions to the Fund to the date of his death. 

Some years after the death of my mother, my father married again in India, and his widow, my step 
mother, is now on the Fund under the new rules. 

Owing to the flourishing condition of the Fund, it has been® resolved to increase the present allowance

The proposed alteration in the existing rule, increasing the allowance of orphan daughters to the above 
extent if restricted to orphans becoming such after the year 1878, would seem tu bar my claim to its benefit 
for the following reasons, My step-mother is still living and supported by the Fund, and my father 
died in 1873. But surely the fact of my having been an orphan for several years cannot weaken my 
daim to the indulgent consideration of the present members of the service, while it ix strengthened by the

Practical inconvenience, 
moreover, had been felt, a majority of the Managers in the cold weather taking a view 
different from that held by the majority in the middle of the year. 
Mr. Cotton said that, in his opinion, the proposed rule would involve an undue prepondatt 

ance of the official over the representative element. He saw no reason why any Secretary to 
the Government of Bengal should ho an ex-officio Manager, and he thought thnt, as the 
Comptroller General stood second in the list, the Accountant-General might well stand last, 
‘The office of Accountant-General was not necessarily, and indeed was not at present, held * 
by a subsoriber to the Fund. He also considered that an elected Manager should resign on 
suoceeding to an appointment which qualified him to become an ¢r-officio Managor, He was 
quite aware of the importance of scouring continuity in the management, but he held that 
this could be effected without making such a large addition to the number of ex-officio 
Managers. a 

My. Westland observed that, with one or two possible exceptions, the ez-officio Managers 
were just ‘as much representatives of the service as those who were annually elected. * wit

They were appointed in August 1877 
under the provisions of section 49 of 
the Act. There were seven general 
meetings and two sub-committees held 
during the year, at each of which 
there was a quorum. The members 
were on the whole regular in attending 
the mectings, and took an interest iu 
the matters brought before the coms 
mittee, and on all points relating to the 
improvement of communications in the 
district. The members. of the commit- 
tee having completed their term of ap- 
pointment, a new list of the members 
has recently been submitted to Goy- 
ernment for approval. 

Attendance at meetings Of ihe Disirict 
and Sub-divisional Branch Comite 
tees.—The following table shows the 
@ttendance of the members at the 

branch committees during the year under 
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Branch Committees. —There are seven branch committees namely, one at each of the sub- 
divisions of Barripore, Diamond Harbour, Baraset, Barrackpore, Dum-Dum, Busseerhat 
and Satbkhirah. Of the gentlemen composing these branch committees the names of Baboo 
Debendra Coomar Rai Chowdry, Vice-Chairman at Barripore; Baboo Umbiea Churn Mook- 
erjee, Vice-Chairman, Barackpore ; Kaboo Bauey Madhub Chuckerbutty, Vice-Chairman at 
Dum-Dum, and Baboo Anundo Chunder Ghose, a member at Barripore, may be mentioned ss 
having shown zeal in their co-operation with the sub-divigional officers in carrying out village 
road works in their neighbourhood.

The decrease in the collection of land-ccss as compared with that of the past year, 
is owicg to less voluntary payments by the landholders, who, under a recent orler of the 
Board of Kevenue, are now required to pay four aunas only, instead of one rupee formorly 
levied, by way of penalty ou processes issued for the recovery of arrears. This relaxation 
of the penalty during the last two quarters of the year, has much interfered with the 
punctual realization of the cess, and caused the collections to fall short of the amount 
which was levied in the past year. The collection of house-cess is under suspension, as was 
reported last year, owing to the introduction of the License Tax Act; the receipts on this 
head have been reduced to an almost nominal umount during the year,

Sub-Committee’s report on examination of the Annual Accounts—The sub-committee 
appointed to examine and andit the accounts for the year, under section 88 of the Act, 
consisted of the Vice-Chairman and the following members :— 

Baboo Debendra Coomar Rai Chowdry. 

»  Nobin Chand Ghose, 
»  Rakhal Dass Mookerjee. 

They submitted to the committee the following report :— 

“We, the sub-committee appointed to examine the accounts of the year ending 30th 
September 1879, beg to submit our report as follows :— 

“We have compared the cash abstract book with cheque-foils, treasury pass-book 
and vouchers, and found them correct. 

“ We have compared the budget allotments with the actual outlay, and found the 
latter to be gencrally within the amounts allotted, except in few instances hereinafter 
noticed, 

“ We observe that in the expenditure on origina! works, Rs. 3,407-4 were actually 
expended, while the amount budgeted on that head was Rs. 19,009, thus showing a saving 
of Rs. 15,592-12. 

“ Under the head of repairs, the sua budgeted for the year amounted to Rs. 94,000, while 
that actually spent for the repair work came up to Rs, 97,746-6-9, or an excess expenditire 
of Rs. 8,746-6-9, which was met from the surplus saving of the original works 

“It may not be out of place to mention here that the district committee have had 
to undertake the repairs ofa large number of roads converging towards the metropolis, 
while the funds at their disposal are always inadequate to maintain them throughout in 
efficient condition. The consequence is that the greater portion of the incume is laid out 
in repairs. 

i ‘The cess on lands was estimated on the receipt side of the budget at Rs. 1,08,000, 
but the actual realization amounted to Rs, 1,06,857-3-10, or Rs. 1,142-12-2 short of the 
estimated income, 

“In all other heads the accounts are increased.”” 

Of the original works undertaken this year the following are the most important :— 

(1.) Construction of fourteen pipe-culverts on different roads in the district for the dis- 
chargeof rain-water which, in previous years, accumulated in the excavations onthe sides of 
roads, and became injurious to the roads themselves and prejudicial to the health of the people 
residing in the neighbourhood. 

(2.) Reconstruction ofa bridge on the 9th mile of the Takee rond in the place of an 
old dilapidated one, which had suddenly given way during the rise of water of the Jabuna 
in the last rainy season. 

Repairs.—It will be seen from the statement submitted herewith, that Rs, 97,746-6-9 
were spent on repairs. Out of this amount Rs 55 204-9 were spent on the repairing of 
metalled roads ; Rs. 25,079-3-2 on those of unmetalled roads, and Rs. 17,372-10-7 in the 
improvement and repairs of village roads. 

‘The most important repair works were the following :— 

(L) The repairs of the Takee road throughout its length from Ist to the 25th mile. 
Several miles were thoroughly repaired with a coating of th ee inches of new jhama klos 
metal, as the old metal which had been for a long time stacked on the side of the road was 
much wormout and was found to be unfit for use for the new repairs. 

(2.) Whe repairs of the Ghola bridge on the 2nd mile of the Takee road.—The 
northern wing walls of this old bridge esme down during the rainy seasou of 1878, and have 
been rebuilt in a substantial mauner on a better design. 

(8.) Repairs of the Barripore road —A coating of uew metal has been put on this road 
throughout its length, and about 400 frnit-trees have becn planted along its sides. 

(4.) Repairs of Sonapore feeder-road with a new coating of stoue metal. 

(5.) Ditto to Amdanga road. 

(6.) Ditto to Sathkhirah road. 

7.) Ditto to Khalakhally dék-road. 
(8) Ditto to the Banbariah bridge. 
(9) Ditto of two roads in the Sunderbun-lot, called Doriabad 
(10.) Ditto of the Gobindopore road.

f are also three main district roads which traverse this sub-divisio! 
kept in repairs by the district committce. The superintendence 
village road. works in this sub-divition were undertaken by the 
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Vice-Chairman of the branch committee, Baboo Debendra Coomar Rai Chowdbury,. assisted 
by Baboos Annundo Chunder Ghose and Prassono Coomar Banerjee, two other members 
of the committee, Baboos Nebendra Coomar Rai Chowdhury, and Anuundo Chunder Ghose 
fre also members of the district committee, Baboo Debendra Coomar’s services are highly 
appreciated as a member of the branch committee as well as of the district committee, 
The sub-divisional officer reports that he was materially ussisted in the work of the 
branch committee by the intelligence, zeal, and ability of Baboo Debendra Coomar, 
who takes a great deal of interest ia road cess work. ee } ; 

Barrackpore.—A sum of Rs. 775, was allotted by the district committee for improve- 
ment aud repairs of village roads of the rural portion of this cantonment sub-division, 
and the total amount was spent for the purpose during the year under report, in improving 
and repairing the village roads and pathways of almost all the villages ia this sub-division. 
The subedivisional officer speaks favorably of the Vice-Chairman, Umbiea Churn Mookerjec, 

Dum-Dum.—A sum of I ) was sanctioned by the district committee for repairs 
and construction of village roads and culverts of this sub-division, and the total allotment 
‘was spent on this account in improving and repairing the footpaths and culverts, in the 
rural portion of this cantoument sub division, The members are reported by the Can- 
tonment Magistrate to have displayed energy and zeal in carrying out the village road 
works. The sub-divisioual officer recommends the metalling of the kutcha portion of the 
slanghter-house road, as well as the kutcha portion of the Nimta district road. The district 
committee have not, however, sufficient funds at their disposal to enable them to undertake 
these works at present. - 

Baraset,— Rupees 1,500 were allotted for improvement of village roads in this sub- 
division, and from this amount 18 roads were repaired and improved, at au aggrogate cost 
of Rs, 1,185-5-3, viz. two were constructed and repaired by the direct supervision of the 
members of the sub-divisional branch committee, aud the rest undertaken by the mandles 
and other healemen of the villages to which the roads appertain. The village punchayets 
were also made to form sub-committees for the superintendence of the work, and were 
held responsible for the money expended on the works. The sul-divisional officer reports 
that they have invariably done the work entrusted to them cheaply and well. 

Besides the amount allotted by the district committee, the work done by the villagers 
themselves on various roads, in the shape of contributions, may be cstimated at Rs, 525. 
Tne number of villages bencfited by these works is said to be 40. 

The sub-divisional officer recommends the transfer of the following roads to the district 
committee's charge, viz. Jagoolia road, Rajibpore road, and the Gourbunga road. The 
matter will be brought tefore the district committee for consideration at a future 
meeting. 

Busseerhat.—Rs, 2,500 were allotted for the improvement of village roads in this 
sub-division, and 20 roads with culverts were improved and repaired at-an aggregate cost 
of Rs. 1,728; the members are reported to have taken great interest in the execution of 
the works. Of the village roads that have been constructed and improved in this sub- 
division during the year under report, that from Husnabad to Takee, the sub-divisional 
officer reports, has saved 4 circuitous jouracy of sbout three miles by water, ‘The total allot- 
ment for this sub-division could not be spent because of the rising of the Itchamutty 
river during the rains, which covered the low lands over which many village roads 





































Sathkhirah —An amount of R 100 was allotted for the improvement and repairs 
of village roads in this sub-division during the year under report, and out of thie amount 
21 roads and footpaths have been improved and repaired, and 10 culverts constructed at 
places where the existing roads had become useless in consequence of gaps eaused by water 
during the rains. A contribution of Rs, 50 each was received from the villagers of 
Sehara and Bhatsala for construction of their village roads, and an equal amount was 
allotted by the brancl committee to carry on the wor 

Superintendence of works ~The District Engineer under the road ceas committee and 
his staff, consisting of on seer snd three sub-overscers, carried out and supervised as 
heretofore all the district works ; the sub-divisional village road works are superintend- 
ed chiefly by the sub-divisional officers assisted by the Vice-Chairman and members of 
the sub-divisioual branch committecs, and the sub inspectors of police-stations ; but in 
the execution of works requiring profexsioual séill they are assisted by the overseer 
and sub-overseers under the District Enginecr. 

Chairman of the Districi Committee.—Mr. W. M, Souttar was the Chairman during 
the first quarter of the year, and T succeeded him in the latte: part of December, and wa! 
the Chairman of the district road cess committee for the rest of the year under report, 
with the exception of a short period towards the end of it, when Mr, T, “B, Coxhead offi- 
ciated for me during my absence on leave. 

The Vice-Chairman of the District Committee.—Rai Ram ShunkeF Gen was the Vicc- 
Chairman of the district road cess committes during the’ early part ofthe year, and 
Mr. P. Nolan relieved him of the charge when the former officer resigned the post and 
weut away on sick-leave. Mr. Nolan was transferred to Cuttack in March, and ‘Me | w. D. 
Blyth, the preseat Vice-Chairman, succeeded him and held the office for the rest of the year. 

Sub-Divisional Oficers who are ex-oflicio Chairmen af, Branoh Comdtteca All 0° 
sub-divisional officers in the district exerted themselves in the execution of works undet- 
taken for the improvement of willage roads and communications in the district, 
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The District Engineer —The District Engincer, Baboo Radhika Prosad Mookerjce, 8.c.e., 
who holds the rank of an Executive Engineer in the D. P. W., wasin charge of the district 
works throughout the year, and has shown great intelligencc, activity and energy in the 
discharge of his arduous duties. It requires great trouble and care to keep up such a net- 
work of pucka and kutcha roads as is in the 24-Pergunnahs on our comparatively limjted 
income; and in this respect Baboo Radhica Prosad Mookerjec’s intimate acquaintance 
with the district and its requirements is especially valuable. 

Feelings of the people with regard to the Cess.—On this subject I have nothing to 
add to what was said last year.

8. From the amount, Rs. 8,999, shown as outstanding, Re, 721 are due from other dis- 
tricts, leaving a balance of Rs. 8,278, ‘Tho greater portion of this arrear is due on revenne- 

estates which were assessed under section 8 of the Act. It appears that at the time of 
making the assessment, the names of the proprietors of the estates not being known, no 
attempt Was made to recover the cess, This difficulty, however, bus been met by reference to 
seeords of cases under Act VII of 1877, names of the proprietors of the greater portion of these 
estates have been ascertained, and accumulated arrears of cess are under realisation. The 
tinction of the Board has been obtained to bring under the provision of the Road Ces Aét, 
the proprietors of about 400 revenue-free estates, which have hitherto escaped being assessed. 
Aveference was made to records of cases under Act VII of 1577, and the name, residence, and 
quaatity of land held by each party Tas been ascertained. Measures are being taken to issue 
notiges under section 6 of the Act. 

4, In November 1878, a circular from the Government of Bengal was received direct- 
ing that after March 1878 no house-tax was to be realised. The collections continued to be 
male up to August 1879, when it was found that a great number of persons from whom house- 
tax was recoverable had either died or deserted owing to the cyclone scarcity daring the 
year 1874, JDbe assessment, was mate during the year 1872-73, and collections did not com- 
ence to bemnade before October 1875. 

5. The services of a clerk at Rs. 25 and a mohurir at Rs, 15 have been dispensed with. 
Under section 22 of the Act, about 8,000 notices on proprietors of estates, calling their atren- 
tin to the timé®at which instalments were to be paid and the rate of Road Cess fixed for the 
year, haye been prepared by the office establishment, which hitherto was prepared by an extra 
wablishment. The plan of recovering arrears of cess by a staff’ of peons as directed by the 
Bord in their cireular No, 6S0A., dated 29th October, was introduced in June last. The 
pln has worked well, as arrears realized have been larger, and in every ivctauce in which an 
arear has been recovered, the ulter bas paid peon fees and thus portion of the peon’s 
wiary has been recouped. ‘The services of these peons have been utilized in serving the 
nitices under section 22 of tho Act, In previous years a number of extra peons was engaged 
for the purpose.

4, ‘The expenditure on account of road works is much below the allotments in the budget 
estimate Rs. 1,72,137 being provided in the budget, whereas only Rs. 97,200-14-11 has been 
spent. In the case of several works, both original and repairs, though completed within the 
year, the final payment were not made until the current year. A few also of the works were 
pot taken into hand at all, and no expenditure incurred on them in consequence, Thus 
Rs. 7,000 were provided in the budget for constructing the road from Buddipore to Culna, but 
the project was postponed by a committee held in March last. There was gn expenditure 
of Rs. 2,988 for tools and plant, though no provision was made in the budget for the purpose, 
‘The expenditure was afterwards sanctioned Ly the committee as their purchase Wae urgeatly 
needed. 

5. We noticed that the long outstanding advance of Rs, 815 was at last realized from 
the Equitable Coal Company, Raveegunge, and credited in the current year’s account. No 
other flactuations in the account call for remarks. 

6. We find that all the accounts bave been well, clearly, and carefully kept by the 
accountant, Umbica Charan Mitter, and we beg to draw the Committee’s attention to the very 
satisfactory performance of his duties.

7. The increase in the amount of collections under the head of cess on lands is prin- 
cipally due to the measures adopted by the Collector for the realization of the arrears out. 
standing at the close of the preceding year, The sum of Rs, 12.3.9 was pid by Bengal 
Stone Company, Limited, as cess on the annual net profits derived by them from the stone-quarry 
at» Sueunia, The sum of Rs, 216-14-0, under the head -of cess on houses, represents the 
amount of arrears collected during year. The remission of the house-cess hag been 
accepted by the people asa boon. The decrease under the head of one per cent. road cess is 
chiefly due to advance payments made during the preceding year. There were three toll-bars 
in this’ district, which were abolished at the close of the previous yoar under the crders of 
Government contained in their resolution No. $14A,, dated the 16th August 1878, and

All owners of. land, whether revenue-paying or revenue-free, pay their road-oeas with very fair 
regularity and punctuality. It has been the custom here to hold the sirdar ghatwal responsill 
for the payment of the road-cess as wells the punchak or quit-rent on aceount of the lands) 
comprised in the ghat, He has to collect the road-cess and quiterent from the dependen! 
ghatwals and pay them to the Collector, Even if the sirdar pays hie own share of the road- 
cess assessed on his ghiit, bis movable property bas been held liable to sale for arrears made b} 
his subordinates. But, inasmuch as he collects on behalf of Government and not on account of 
himself, and derives no benefit whatever from the lands held by his tabadar 
contended that the relation of landlord and tenant does not subsist between him and then:

11. The decrease in the cost of office establishment is an apparent and not a real one. 
No payments on account of establishment were made in October 1878, the salaries for 
September 1878 having been paid within the month before, the offices closed for the 
Doorga Pooja holidays. The sum of Rs. 1,502-1-3, disbursed in September 1877-78 under this 
head, therefore represents the cost of establishment for 13 months, while that of Rs. 1,319-1-1, 
expended in 1878-79, shows the cost incurred for 11 monthe, from November 1478 to 
September 1879. 

12, The decrease under the head of contingencies is due to no stationery having been 

purchased during the last year from the Superintendent of Stationery. The large stock 
received during the previous vear was found sufficient for all the requirements of the year 
under review.

The inspection bungalows bave been kept in proper order. 
9 The village road allotment was not worked up to when T took charge of the district, 
I found that obly one-seventh of the not very liberal rant of Rs. 2,928,bad been spent, 
ab onge took the best advice available as to the probability of effzcting repairs to village roads 
in this district during the rains, ond came to the conélusion that money then would be 
simply thrown away. I therefore decided to ask the comitiittee to re-allot the unexpeded 
balance under, this’ head, for expenditure during the current year, in addition to that already 
allotted in the budget. ‘This was done, und I trust to see between Rs. 5,000 and Rsv-6,000 spent 
this year on these minor works, 

10, The bridges which have been recently ereoted seem in excellent order The only 

disasters of the ‘year have been on the road from Dasbrajpore to Elam bazar on which we 

have lost, during the last two years, three bridges erected under the supervision of the overseer 
who was, till 1877, in charge of the district works. ‘Tbe waterway originally provided was 

quite insufficient. oe * 

11, Attached to the accounts js a statement of works proposed to be nadertaken Goring the 

current year. You will find no sort of agreement, I am sorry to sav, between this and the budget 
already submitted, That was prepared and submitted, before I joined the district, on insuffi 
cient information. In the first place no cognizmce was taken of the fact that from the 
commencement of the new year the district would lose Burdwan outpost and receive Rampore 
Hat, Nulhatee, and Pulsa. Inthe next plice ‘the Valance which would be available’at the 
end of the year had been very much understated. The necessary revision hag. a! 
once discussed in committee. It will be completed at the next meeting, Bera 
some unavoidable delay in ascertaining the exact changes in iscome whieh ‘the alteration of 
the district boundary has made. 1 shall submit at an early date a supplemental budget, 
showing on the credit side (1) the differonce between the balance of last year as budgeted for 
and as it actually stood on 31st October. (2) The gain tv the Road Cess Fand by the 
acquisition of Rampore Hat, Nulhatec, and Pulsa less the loss by transfer of Burwan, and on 
the debit side the way in which it is proposed to spend the sum thus available. The statement 
now forwarded shows the plan of this year’s work which the’ procecdings'of the Committee eo 
far justify me in putting forward. 

12. You will observe that besides the ordinary repairs to roads the followitig projects 

are in hand :-— 

(a) A bridge in the Byree Bheel on the road from Bulpore to Ber ‘This 
bas"béen discnssed more than once in the annual reports of this district. 

() Doubling the waterway of, and repairing three bridges on the road from Doob- 
rajpore to Elam bazar. This isa very important road. _Atypresent the entire 
cirenit of the district'is broken for wheeled traffic, and e¢en for! riders, in the 
rains, simply owing to the collapse of the bridges on this road, ‘The-committee 
made an allotment of Rs. 2,000 for this work in the original budget, and the 
difference between this and the District Engineer’s ‘estimate will be allotted 
from last year’s balance. , uy ab, 

(6) Bridgee and causeways on the Mohomed bazar-Mallarpore road. , 
road ; a heavy expenditure bas been incurred on it in earthwork and in the 
acquisition of land which was practically nullified by the absence of all 
bridges and culverts, Attention has been lately drawn,to its i by

* necessary to keep the woads open, and the remainder will be spent on pucka 
bridges and avarte, 1 cannot yet name the roads on which these will be 
built a8 the District Engineer's ‘plans and estimates are not yet furnished. 

13. The cess was realized without difficulty in the old districtof Beerbhoom. Collection 
in the transferred thanas is still in the lands of the Moorshedabad authorities. The grumbling 
which 6f'course the tax at first challenged seems to me to have subsided, and I think le 
otra gels that they have got something for their money in‘the great improvements that 
have béen fhace on all the principal lives of roads within the last three years, 

14. A statement showing the attendance at meetings is attached. J have done my best to 
remedy ‘the state of things, whico this shows, by constituting a ‘new committee which has 
letely ‘been gazetted: Two of the meetings which Ihave held of the old committee even 
wore very fairly attended, and from the interest shown nt them I cannot-think that the failurs 
of the past Year is to be laid altogether at the door of members. I have every hope that I 
shall receive the same assistance in this district as 1 have always received elsewhere from 
these bodies. 

15, The collection establishment has worked well. On the subordinate engineering 
edtalilighment I'am not prepared at present to pass any opinion. Mr. Grant, the Distries 
Engineer, has undoubted abilities, and his bridgework seems always good, I have induced 
the committee to increase his travelling allowance, and they hiave proposed to make it a 
ndition of his service that he should spend 175 days in the year in the interior. I hope 
that thie measures may have the effect of making ‘nim more active, and getting from him 


more supervision of repairs, notably on the 2nd and Srd class roads than he seems yet to 
have given.

refusal to disch the dues, as well as the duties of their office, may afford grounds for 
dismissal until the Collector and Magistrate has exhausted all legislative means of coer: 
Taw aversé#t@'any change, inasinuch as to levy the cess separately from every ghatwal 
tabedar would'involve most Gifficult and intricate accounts, and would undermine the authority

It is not improbable that the estimates have been found impracticable, and as they bayve 

hung fire 66 long, it would I think be advisable to recall them. The present Committee are 
inclined to think thatthe real work of opening up the district communications has been 
subordinated to a desite for Inrge and imposing schemes, and that too little attention has 
been paid to securing & well-eonnected and useful system of roads of all classes. In a 
district like this, where rail is so largely used by officers and others in the interior, the 
duty of providing villages and tracts of country untouched by the rail, with means of transi 
lor produce, are apt to be overlooked; and though a rond run across the map by a ruler and 
cdsting “ over a lakh” may be a source cf gratification to an engineer, it is not quite what 
we want, and certainly not what the district requires. 
The appointment of a Superintending Engineer will form a useful cheek on the District 
Engineer in this respect, and it is hoped that the daty of minutely scratinizing the estimates, 
and inspecting the style of work when completed, will be frequently and. systematically 
performed, At present. Committees have to accept what work they get, and be thankful it 
jg no worse. 9!» 

12,  ddditions and alterations in the Budget.—Any alteration or addition made in the 
budget estimate has been supported by a supplementary estimate. 

18. Working of Road Cess system —I beg to make the following report on the road 
coss-system. The total demand for the year was Rs. 1,08,125, out of which Rs, 1,00,753 
was collected, leavin a sum of Rs, 7,367, unrealized balance, at the close of the year. Out 
of the outstanding balance Rs, 70+ is arrears of previous years, which is expested to be 
realized shortly under the new rales for evllection of road cess, The evll-ction of last 
vour amounted to Rs, 93-2 percent, and it was fair as cmpared with the 91 per cent of the 
preceding year, The reason assigned by the Collector for the collection falling short of 
95 per cent is this: “owing to disputes among shareholde:s in joint estates, and the numer- 
ous small estates in this district.” During the whole of last year I held charge of the 
collection department in my capacity as Deputy Collector, and my particular attention was 
devoted for the epeedy rcalization of the arrears. The matter was not lost sight of at any 
time, and every effort made after each ki-t-day to bring in the arrears. The conclusion 1 
arrived at was that the so-called “ coercive” measures were so cumbrous as to be practically 
of little use. The large number of joint estates, the proprietors of which never dreamed of 
paying till the peon was at the door, rendered the task of collection very great; and tbe 
delay of two months, created by the law for no purpose apparently except to render 
the process of recovering a lawful due ss pleasant to the defaulter as possible, made it 
slmost “impossible. to keep down the arrear at all, and when the arrears of subsequent 
quarters acéamulated on these, the matter called for more powers of organization and method 
thon asthall department was capable of. ‘Cue new law shonld put an end to this, and the 
payment. with land revenue of both cesses should be strictly enfurced, + 
There was no collection under the head “House cess,” as it has been postponed under 
Board’s orders, owing to the License Tax Act having come into operation. ; 

14. Branch Committces.—The members of the Branch Committees are the same as 
reported in other There are two branch Committees in the two sub-divisions of Jamui 
and Begooserai, works carried out by the Branch Committees chiefly consist of repairs 
of village Foale, the main réads being under the immediate supervision of the District 
Engineer and'Sudder Committee. Each of the Sub-Committees forward annually a rough state- 
ment of cost for the works they propose carrying out, and this statement, when sanctioned by 
the District Committee, forms the basis of works to be undertaken hy the Sub-Commii 
The allotments in the budget were Rs. 5,000 for each of the Branch Committees, ‘thes 
allotments, although they. may seem™to be insufficient in comparison with other years, 
wes made tar Bh Rieihack understanding that further allotments will be made if the Sub- 
Committees onm advantageously spend the amount.

roads, and‘T cannot but say that the tree planting is a failare in comparison with the yast 
amount of money spent during the last few ye: ‘The system was in itself an incentive to the 
malees to destroy the trees, because, with the » their employment would eease. At present 
an establishment of certain number of malees employed on each of their 
levs are paid at the rate of one rupee for looking after and tending every hans 
dred trees, But thestate of the plants evidently show that the trees are neglected, and very 
little care is taken of them. 'Thé Committee propose abolishing this practice heretofore in force, 
and wich to make over a certain portion of each road to the respective zemindars and ryots, 
e jing an agreement with each that the fruits of the trees planted by them will be divided 
between them and the Road Cess Committee into two equal shares. This will be tried as an 
experiment, and the result will be communicated in other years.

In submitting the annual scconnt for the year ending 30th September last, I have tho 
honor to make the following general remarks on the state of communicatiun during the yeur, 
and the general result of the working of my establishment, _ 

Under the system in force the operations of tiie Committee are carried on through two 
agencies, viz. the agency of District Engineer, through whom the more important nicki ice 
executed; and the agency of Branch Rvad Commiitees presided over by Sub-Divisional 
Magistrates, thro whom the petty works are being done. The district is intersected by 

ious lines of s and tracks described in statements prepared under sections 66 and 63 
of Road Cess Act X of 1871, and approved by Government of Bengal, vide their letter No, 
632A, dated 2nd June 1879, received with your memorandum No, 216R of 16th June 
1879. Toe total lngth of roade under my immediate charge is 895 miles and 52 chains, 
and@ that of the Sub-Divisional Magistrates, &c.,is 225 miles. Out of the total length in my 
charge there are only 11 pucea or first class roads, and the rest are kutcha roads, Amongst 
these there are some incomplete and fairweather ones., In my opinion these roads should 
be completed to carry oat my views.

There were only three oriyival works in Progress during the year, viz. completing 
Secandra to Arha, Luckheserai to Secundra, and road diversion from ‘kheserai to Shvik- 
purah ; the former two have been satisfactorily completed by contractor Mr. J, H. Floyd, 
and the latter is in progress. This work could have been finished within the year had there 
not been a natural obstruction towards its completion, i.e. the outbreak of cholera und strong 
fever amonget the work-people, and the matter was represented to you, vide’ my No, 138 
of 25th April 1879, and subsequent correspondence on the subject. The contractor has 
sent in a reminder, copy of which 1 have sent to you with my letter No, 373 of 18th 
October 1879, asking to be informed whether hiv application for the extension of time for 
the completion of the ahove road is sanctioned, but regret to notice that I have not 
heard anything from you up to this moment. 1 doubt not that this work will be completed in 
a month’s time or so, and the opening of the road will be a great benefit to trict, The 
construction of this road was urged by the late District Superintendent of Police, Qulone! 
‘Waller, the officer who’ bas recently retired from the Government service, i am much 
indebted to the above officer for his kind and general advice he used to give me as regards 
works, and for his having traced ont the line which is the last out from Luckheserai to

My predecessor, Mr. Hampton, was Chairman when the amounts sanctioned for the year 

were estimated, I was ordered on the 24th May 1879 to make over the sums sanctioned to the 

zemindars chosen to do the work; aceoidingly, on the 2nd June 1879, the amounts were duly 


sent. 
Rajah Ramnarain Singh of Khyra took Rs, 2,000, viz. Rs, 1,000 for the Fattehpore read, 
whiel be refunded, as he said owing to the rains the road could not be commenced, and Rs 1,08 
for the Khyra and Jamui road, which be got on with very fairly, until Rajah Sheopersbad 
Singh, and Murli Singh, Mokaridar of Nima, needlessly obstructed him, Thg:matter had to be 
repeatedly reported to head-quarters, and in November, when the Officiating Collector came 
ont, he fivally decided what was to be done. I send now the account of what the Rajeh 
actually completed, ‘The gap at Singarpore is being filled up, and a separate bill fur this year will

There is great room for improvement in the working of the Banka Committee with 
reference to expenditure of amounts allotted by the District Committee, By the Banks 
Committee only Rs, 1,650-1-1 were expended from an allotment of Re. 8,000 made by the 
District Committee. The Supole Committee expended the fall allotment The attention off 
the Banka Branch Committee has been drawn to the necessity of expending the amount 
allotted, The Branch Committees of Supole avd Muddebpoorah have worked satisfactorily. 

1. The demand and coilections.—The waximum rate of assessment, si rupee, 
was fixed for the year, The demand as per register was Rs. 1,15,206 (includes arrew 
of previons year, Rs, 4,202). The actual receipte were Res. 1,18.091 ; arrears Rs. 2,1! 
(of this Re. 141 of previous year). The percentage of collection with reference to demand 
me i6 percent, The actual cost of collection was Rs. 3,257 or 288 por ceutonthe amoun 
collected. 

8. Working of the system—The people aud wmindars have accepted tho road cess 
an inevitable tax, and have now quietly acquiesced in it. I think one thing bas contribu 
to make it as little unpopular asa tax can be, and that ie thet oaltivators and zemindan 
found themselves exempted from the bated license tax. The people also see the 
near their own houses being smoothed or raised as the case may be, and they now fully ¢ 
the idew that the whole of the cess is really spent in the district where it is raised, at
